The property was left

daughter. Mrs. Annie Carroll of 
San Francisco, who receives one- 
half, and to Mary and May Mar- 
ray of Oakland, two nieces, be- 
tween whom the other half was 
divided. 
Attorneys Stanley Moore and 
Elliott Johnson, representing the 
Husband, have filed a petition 
for revocation of probate of the . 
will, which was ordered in July. 
1914. It is alleged that at the- time 
the will was made, and for three 
years.prior to the death of Mrs. 
Gilroy, she was Incapable of mak- 
ing disposition of her property. 
It Is also declared that the estate 
is community property, and was 
accumulated mostly through the 
efforts of the husband.

Of the SO to 120 million dollars spent by 
American tourists in Europe durins *h* 
four months of the summer holidays more 
than half of that sum -will be diverted 
to California." declared Prank R. Rober- 
son. famous tra-celoRuer. now lecturing 
'n Oakland, in connection •witn 
lue 


Tribune, who talked before th« members 
of the Rotary Club «il their luncheon yes- 
terday on-"The World Conditions of To- 
day." 
Roberson said he had studied tourist 


conditions all the tray from Xew York 
to tlie Pacific Coast during his tour, ana 
indications -were there would be a tre- 
mendous airount of travel coming this 
way. much of which in normal year* went 
to Europe. 
Roberson surprised the Rotanans witn 


th* rapidity with which he quoted 
strings of big statistics showing the rel- 
ative financial positions of the different 
powers and the cost of the war.

United States. Fifty years ago the na- 
tional wealth amounted to seven billions 
of dollars: today it was 1S6 billions. He 
also compared other phases showing the 
growth of national wealth and povjer.

The war, he said, is costing $55,000.000 


a dav .One weed's war expenditure would 
pay " for the building of the Panama 
canal, which took eleven years. 
"The people of the Vaited States should
